was poetic justice that the good guy all this 
was Meade, who hosted talk show WBZ 
Radio (AM 1030) the 1980s that exuded civil- 
ity, and who continues contribute political 
commentary that station. 

Dennis, former television sports anchor, and 
Callahan, who also writes freelance column for 
the Boston Herald, are lucky that they got away 
with two-week suspension. executives 
were really honest with themselves, they would 
have fired these two knee- -jerk, narrow-minded, 
loud-mouthed, homophobic, 
misogynistic, anti-minority bigots. Then again, 
they would also have had fire themselves. 
Though Dennis Callahan may the worst 
line-up, the sports-talk station specializes 
gutter-level locker-room humor. 


Nor WEEI the sole offender. the 1980s, 
Boston had vibrant talk-radio culture. those 
days, the late Jerry Williams was considered the 
most controversial of the bunch — and all he did 
was rail against state government and urge listeners 
call their legislators. 

Today, addition Dennis and Callahan, 
have the likes Herald columnist Howie Carr, 
on WRKO Radio (AM 680), who calls welfare 

mothers “gimme girls” and tit-

Then there’s former Boston Globe columnist 
Mike Barnicle, who also hosts show WTKK. 
Barnicle usually keeps himself under control. But 
last May, went bizarre tirade, reportedly 
trashing the paper’s “adulterous” editors and 
continuing (according account the Her- 
ald), “You’ve got someone over there hav- 
ing affair with reporter the staff the 
paper.... This guy whose wife has hired pri- 
vate detective follow him around and take pic- 
tures him having affair.” Barnicle even went 
far talk about another editor whose al- 
leged paramour had committed suicide. Yet Bar- 
nicle didn’t miss day work following this out- 
rageous attack people’s personal lives. 

Indeed, among local commercial stations, the 
last bastion quality WBZ, where David 
Brudnoy demonstrates every day from 
p.m. that civility and high ratings are not 
mutually exclusive. 

Dennis has conceded air, reported the 
Herald’s Dean Johnson, that his remark was the 
“single most stupid and poorly thought-out com- 
ment I’ve made the years I’ve been 
Boston,” but that doesn’t really begin get it. 
Everyone says stupid things now and again. The 
problem with Dennis was that deeply racist 
thought was rattling around his brain con- 
sidered the escape Little Joe, and, for one in- 
stance, control himself.

Last Monday, the 
Massachusetts Department of Transitional Assistance (DTA) 
rescinded its recently enacted policy of charging families who 
unsuccessfully appeal their emergency-shelter evictions $100 
for every night they stay in shelter beyond the eviction date

The move comes less than two weeks after the 
Massachusetts Law Reform Institute (MLRI), Boston legal-

This kind self-referential analysis seems 
Fordiani’s default setting. the same time she’s 
campaigning, she’s critically analyzing herself and the 
process. been involved issue politics one way 
another for more than decade, but electoral politics 
lot ways really different,” she says one point. 
“When working issues campaign, the 
‘product,’ quotes, the issue. electoral campaign, 
while I’ve really been working very hard keep the 
campaign about issues, the end people are going vote 
for the candidate, not the issues. course, intellectually, 
know that.

Thanks, perhaps, her inexperience and her out-of- 
body approach campaigning, there are times when the 
candidate seems slightly tentative.

Ecstasy impairs the regulate temperature 
and can cause condition known hyperthermia hyper- 
pyrexia. German medical journal earlier this year, doctors 
told 21-year-old man who took suicidal dose ecstasy, 
formally known 3,4-methyienedioxymethamphetamine 


(MDMA for short). The pat body temperature topped 
109 degrees and this guy (albeit with immediate med- 
ical assistance). Some ecstasy users don’t including quite 


few who aren't trying kill themselves. According another 
journal article, least ecstasy-related deaths had been re- 
ported 2001. forensic biologist tells that body tem- 
perature the time those deaths could’ve been high 
117 temperature 115 has been confirmed. Even 
assume more conservative the decisive moment, 
corpse cools roughly 1.5 degrees per hour, temperature 
104 three hours later about right. 

fair, not all ecstasy deaths result from hyperpyrexia. 
Other causes death include rhabdomyolysis (toxic muscle 
breakdown), kidney and liver failure, cardiac arrhythmia, 
blood clotting leading hemorrhage and stroke, and acci- 
dents while under the influence. Contributing factors can in- 
clude hyponatremia (low blood sodium) and cerebral edema 
(brain swelling) caused combination heavy sweating 
and excessive water consumption. 

You may say: deaths, considering the millions 
used ecstasy, pretty low mortality rate. True enough. 
Serious adverse reactions the drug are infrequent, but 
also unpredictable and sometimes spectacular. (Cook- 
ing yourself from the inside idea fun night 
out.) Claims harm related chronic use remain controver- 
sial one study reporting that ecstasy caused brain damage 
lab animals was retracted recently after researchers found 
fed the critters the wrong drug. But there’s still plenty 
evidence suggesting that ecstasy bad news. causes the 
brain flood with serotonin and other neurotransmitters 
interfering with the usual reuptake mechanisms, and some 
think may compromise your ability process serotonin nat- 
urally. Research also suggests that ecstasy abuse can lead 
other long-term neurological deficits, including problems with 
memory, learning ability, sleep patterns, and appetite.

though were vacation. Wilson added, 
“It did not take long conclude that was

President Bush and other administration 
officials, course, had continued make 
reference the Nigerien connection the 
months after Wilson’s mission.

Still, the 
White House admitted Bush never should 
have uttered those words.) That made Wil- 
son’s op-ed potentially explosive refutation. 


The counterattack was not long coming. 
July 14, Robert Novak reported, “Wilson 
never worked for the CIA, but his wife, Valerie 
Plame, agency operative weapons 
mass destruction. Two senior administration 
officials told his wife suggested sending 
Wilson Niger investigate the Italian re- 
port.” (Word the alleged Niger-Iraq deal 
had originated with Italy’s intelligence service.) 

There the matter appeared rest until 
September 26, when NBC News reported 
that the Justice Department, the request 
the CIA, was investigating the leak. The story 
got enormous boost two days later, when 
the Washington Mike Allen and Dana

Priest reported that “before Novak’s column 
ran, two top White House officials called 
least six Washington journalists and disclosed 
the identity and occupation Wilson’s wife.”

The case Army Captain Dr. Jeffrey 
MacDonald, which been working 
for some years, illustrates the point bet- 
ter than any polemic possibly could. 


ACDONALD WAS indicted-in 1975 

for the vicious 1970 murders his 
pregnant wife, Colette, and their two 
daughters inside their apartment Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina. Tried and convict- 
North Carolina, 1979, MacDonald was 
sentenced the late judge Franklin 
Dupree three consecutive life terms 
the most severe penalty the judge could ad- 
minister under prevailing law the time. 

Trial participants and observers told 
that Judge Dupree could have sentenced 
MacDonald death, would have done 
without hesitation, convinced was 
the Green Beret trauma surgeon’s guilt. 
However, Judge Dupree could not impose 
such draconian sentence, because 
1972 the Supreme Court, Furman 
Georgia, had declared the death penalty 
then administered unconstitutional. sub- 
sequent cases, the high court changed 
course and reinstated the death penalty for 
those systems that had been tinkered with 
enough suggest veneer fairness and 
rationality. MacDonald, however, could 
not resentenced death retroactively.

was only after trial that MacDonald, 
together with his investigators and lawyers, 
was able reconstruct precisely how the 
government put together cleverly mis- 
leading forensic-science case. Freedom 
Information Act (FOIA) investigation 
unearthed laboratory “bench notes” that 
had not found their way into completed 
forensic reports turned over MacDon- 
ald’s trial counsel. Those bench notes be- 
lied the government’s claims and docu- 
mented the presence physical evidence 
the crime scene that affirmatively sup- 
ported account that intruders 
had committed the crime. Had this infor- 
mation been disclosed and then presented 
the jury, almost certainly would have 
led his acquittal. 

What kind information had not been 
shared with MacDonald’s defense team? 
Here’s just one example. Much evidence 
surfaced before trial that woman named 
Helena Stoeckley and group her 
friends had broken into the MacDonalds’ 
home that awful night and attacked the 
family. MacDonald told per- 
sonnel and investigators who responded 


his 911 call that had been awakened, 
stabbed, and clubbed four intruders 
his living room, one whom was 
woman with shoulder-length blond hair 
who was wearing floppy hat and boots. 
Indeed, military police officer who re- 
sponded MacDonald’s call for help ob- 
served route the crime scene 
blond-haired woman with floppy hat 
standing street corner less than half 
mile from the MacDonalds’ residence. 
And, within days the murders, Stoeck- 
ley, who had naturally brown hair, but 
who wore shoulder-length blond wig 
the time, confessed least six friends 
and neighbors that she had been present 
inside the MacDonald home with others 
who carried out the murders. 

MacDonald called Stoeckley witness 
his trial. While she refused repeat her 
earlier self-incriminating statements, she 
acknowledged that the time the mur- 
ders she owned shoulder-length blond 
wig, boots, and floppy hat, and that she 
always dressed black dark-purple 
clothing. Stoeckley oddly could not 
her whereabouts the time the murders 
and testified that she had destroyed the 
boots, wig, and hat for fear that the items 
would implicate her. 

According government reports dis- 
closed the defense before trial, the only 
blond hairs found the crime scene were 
natural blond hairs traced Colette Mac- 
Donald and her daughters; there was 
mention finding any black purple 
fibers. Unbeknownst trial 
team, however, several long blond 


synthetic fibers, likely from woman’s wig, 
had been found the murder scene 
strategic location hairbrush that, 
other evidence indicated, Stoeckley had 
likely used the apartment that night. 
Moreover, laboratory bench notes from an- 
other analyst revealed that black and dark- 
purple wool fibers had been found Co- 
lette MacDonald’s body around her mouth 
and arm, and wooden club that the 
government claimed was one the murder 
weapons. These dark wool fibers matched 
item clothing the MacDonald 
household; hence, they almost certainly 
were left person who was wearing 
such clothing, and not Dr. MacDonald.

Internal Revenue Service that year set the low- 
est marginal tax rate percent order 
account for the tax “rebates” $300 for indi- 
viduals and $500 for heads households that 
were sent out that year. fact, the “rebates” 
were advances the tax reduction; account 
for the discrepancy, the IRS did not reflect the 
tax cut the tax tables that year. Census Bu- 
reau statisticians simply went with the pub- 
lished figure percent, instead the cor- 
rect one percent. (See “Follow 
the Money,” this page.) 

This resulted the Bureau’s 
overestimating most taxes $300 
for individual taxpayers, $500 for 
heads households, and $600 for 
couples. Accordingly, its estimates 
after-tax income were low the 
same amount. short, the total 
amount income unaccounted for 
2001 roughly $39 billion, based 
data from the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

The mistake has been verified 
officials the Census Bureau’s 
Housing and Household Economic 
Statistics Division, well 
economists familiar with the data. 
“Our intention rerun the num- 
bers,” says Chuck Nelson, assistant 
chief for the division. would not say when 
that will take place, how the corrected fig- 
ures will released. “We could publish right 
away over the Internet, wait until next year 
include them the annual report, 
something else, based the extent the im- 
pact the correction.” 

The new figures, however, will show that 
the 2.2 percent decline pre-tax income dur- 
ing the 2001 recession year was mostly offset 
the tax cut. For the year following the re- 
cession, however, they will show large drop 
after-tax median household income 
roughly 1.5 percent. All which suggests that 
the “jobless recovery” has had greater nega- 
tive effect households’ ability spend and 
save money. Or, put another way, middle- 
class households had much tougher time last 
year than they did during the actual recession, 
which officially ended the fall 2002. 

Talk about wake-up call. 


Jared Bernstein (no relation), senior econ- 
omist the left-leaning Economic Policy In- 
stitute, describes the poverty statistics released 
annually the Census Bureau “very politi- 
cal numbers.” The poverty threshold set each 
year the Census Bureau, for example, de- 
termines who qualifies for means-tested assis- 
tance programs like food stamps, welfare, 
health care, and housing subsidies. That 
threshold, $18,244 for family four, un- 
affected the Census error tabu- 
lating income statistics for 2001. 

But the revised numbers will show that 
three separate calculations for median house- 
hold income, currently showing statistically in- 
significant declines less than 0.5 percent, 
will instead reveal declines roughly 1.5 per- 
cent from 2001 2002. Those measures all 
add the value cash and non-cash govern- 
ment assistance, and subtract the amount paid 
taxes. One measure stops there; the second 
also adds the value Medicare and Medicaid; 
and the third further adds return home 
equity. Although these measures income are 
not tied any government-spending pro- 
grams and have practical, immediate im- 
pact policy, they matter greatly the 
politicians who make economic policy and the 
advocates who try influence that process. 
“Government officials went out their way 
argue that middle-income families didn’t really 
lose ground 2002,” says Arloc Sherman, 


poverty analyst for the Children’s Defense 
Fund, the recently released Census Bureau 
statistics. “Now looks like income figures 
are falling after all.” 

truly grasp just how political these statis- 
tics are, though, it’s instructive look how 
the Bush administration handled the an- 
nouncement this fall’s numbers. The Cen- 
sus Bureau report typically published 
Tuesday late September. Reporters from the

Bureau released the numbers Friday.

Just anoth- 
branch the administration released good 
news about the growth the economy. 

It’s hard imagine what the administration 
would have done had the numbers been calcu- 
lated correctly begin with. Either way, critics 
say that the Bush administration trying 
keep important economic data from the pub- 
lic. hiding from it. They’re running 
from it,” says Massachusetts Advocates for 
Children policy director John Mudd, who de- 
scribes the original, uncorrected figures 
“frightening.” 


Bureau personnel insist that they did not try 
spin the numbers the new report in- 
come and poverty, but consider the headline 
they put the official Census Bureau press 
release Friday, September 26: POVERTY, IN- 
COME SEE SLIGHT CHANGES; CHILD POVERTY 
RATE UNCHANGED, CENSUS BUREAU REPORTS.

Were they? The poverty rate rose 
0.4 percentage points. Since the 
Census began the surveys 1959, 
the poverty rate has risen previous 
times, average roughly 0.6 
points. But median household income 
actually dropped 1.1 percent, 
$500 adjusted dollars; only six 
times since 1969 has dropped 
more. Per capita income dropped 
even more, 1.8 percent. (None 
these figures affected the erro- 
neous calculations.) 

Then there’s the second part the 
headline, which flat-out lie. 
the four ways the report measures 
child poverty (again, all unaffected the 
error), three increased statistically signifi- 
explains Sharon Parrott, sen- 
ior researcher for the Washington, 
Center Budget and Policy Priorities. The 
other rose from 16.3 percent 16.7, but that 
0.4 percentage-point increase was hair 
below the percent statistical confidence 
level that the Bureau requires.

Follow the money 


NTIL 2001, the first $6000 of your income was always taxed at 15 percent. That year's tax cut 
lowered the figure to 10 percent. Your savings, or five percent of $6000, were exactly $300. 
Thus, in 2001, you paid $300 less in federal taxes than in previous years. 

To stimulate the economy, Congress directed the Internal Revenue service to mail you a $300 
“tax refund” check in the summer of 2001. In reality, that check was simply a loan, given to you 
that summer and taken back from you the next spring. 

The IRS took it back by adding a five percent surcharge on the first $6000 of income on your 
2001 tax form. To make it simple for you, the tax tables in your 2001 1040 instruction booklet 
combined that surcharge with the new 10 percent tax rate and presented it as 15 percent. So the 
first $300 of your taxes that year were not taxes, but the return of the loan. 

Census Bureau statisticians, it turns out, determine tax rates by looking in that very same 
1040 instruction book. So, they calculated your 2001 taxes using the 15 percent rate — conclud- 
ing that you paid $300 more in taxes in 2001 than you actually did. The Phoenix obtained the 
portion of the Bureau's computer-program code for calculating 2001 alternative measures that 
contains the marginal tax rates; the code shows .150 (15 percent) as the lowest marginal rate. 
Census Bureau statistician Ed Welniak of the Income Statistics Branch confirms that the 10 per- 
cent figure was incorporated only in 2002. The IRS, meanwhile, confirms that the correct margin- 


al rate for 2001 was 10 percent. 


The Bureau’s computer code also shows that it failed to adjust three other marginal tax rates 
that were changed under the 2001 law. The code lists the additional rates .280, .310, .360, 
and .391. The correct figures for that year are .275, .305, .355, and .391. “Those figures were in- 
correctly entered into that program for 2001,” Welniak concedes. 

The end result: although the federal government gave and then took away 2001, leaving 
you even, the Census Bureau only saw it take the money away — thus giving it the impression 
that you were $300 poorer, after taxes, than you really were that year. All of which means that 
the recently released comparisons after-tax median income from 2001 2002 which show 
slight, statistically insignificant drop after-tax median income are off. The drop median 
income from 2001 to 2002 is actually higher, by the statistically significant figure of 1.5 percent.

2002 than the Census Bureau reported. 

The political spin was reflected the ways 
reporters and editors from different media 
outlets approached even the basic reporting 
the data. The New York Times and Washington 
Post planted the story the front page, lead- 
ing with the increase poverty and decline 
median household income. The Wall Street 
Journal’s news report (which ran the fol- 
lowing Monday, since the Journal doesn’t 
print weekends) was buried page 14. 
The article focused the finding that “the 
rich took hit too” and that “the gap between 
the rich and poor didn’t grow” point not 
found all the Times and only near the end 
the Post article. The increase poverty 
made into the Journal’s 18th paragraph. The 
decline median household income appeared 
only the final sentence. 

Very little reporting highlighted what may 
the most dramatic number the report: 
huge decline income among African-Ameri- 
cans. part, the lack coverage may have 
stemmed from difficulty handling the num- 
bers, says Parrott; this year marked the first 
time respondents could designate themselves 
members multiple races, which con- 
founds comparisons previous years. Never- 
theless, African-American median household 
income dropped roughly three percent, 
stunning one-year fall year economic 
expansion. 

Meanwhile, neither the media nor analysts 
examined the data closely enough realize 
that they contained serious flaw. With all 
this mind, consider that the last President 
Bush lost his bid for re-election large part 
because failed acknowledge the effect 
the recession the early 1990s was having 
middle-class America. The current Presi- 
dent Bush, rather than acknowledging the 
facts, trying different tactic: keeping the 
facts from the public. Time will tell whether 
his strategy works.

LIFE OVER DEATH. BUT OKAY CELEBRATE WHEN SOMEONE GOING THE GRAVE?

HE BUILDING THAT houses Keohane Funeral 


ervice not what expect place devoted 


the business death. single-story, white stucco struc- 
ture busy, shop-lined street the Wollaston area 
Quincy, all seems little too cheery, little too mod, lack- 
ing the funereal trappings one usually associates with the 
so-called dismal trade. Inside, with its sunny foyer and taste- 
ful, understated décor, the place has the feel mid-priced 
hotel. This effect heightened the home’s staff members, 
who bustle about remarkably upbeat fashion. It’s not 
you wander off into one the side rooms and en- 
counter corpse that you get real sense what this family 
does for living. 

some ways, Keohane about traditional funeral 
homes get. The business, founded 1932 Cornelius 
Keohane, currently its third generation funeral direc- 
tors. Edward Keohane, age 60, the founder’s son, widely 
regarded one the most prominent funeral directors the 
US. “I've known for years, and consummate 
professional I’ve ever run into,” says Todd Van Beck, presi- 
dent the Commonwealth Institute Funeral Services.

be Now, though, Ed Keohane’s own sons, Dennis and John, I 
are charge, and while there seems little doubt that they are 
every bit ethical and upstanding their father, they are 
also the process changing the way the business run. 
Dennis, 32-year-old father three, seems particularly de- 
termined knock the stuffing out the industry. Indeed, 
since long before anyone heard the show Six Feet Under, 


Dennis Keohane has been not-so-quietly going about the 
business ridding the funeral profession its starched- 
collar, bats-in-the-belfry image. 

“If you ever feel like you’re doing something funeral 
director would do, then better another way,” 
Keohane says, sitting small conference table the 
basement, his brother John tapping away 
computer nearby. “When people come here, never 
getting what they expect from funeral home, and 
never getting what they expect funeral director be.” 

With his sandy hair, handsome, boyish face, and dress 
sense that tends toward earth tones rather than traditional 
black, Dennis Keohane certainly succeeds defeating expec- 
tations. His manner open and friendly, even little bois- 
terous makes mockery the dour, sallow stereotype 
generally attached people his field. And his approach 
the business burying the dead equally unconventional. 
For one thing, like use the term “the dead” 
prefers “people who lived.” also given saying 
things like, want create funerals that wow people.” 

Keohane not alone this desire. These days, you will 
often see balloons funerals well flowers; you will 
hear poetry well liturgies; you may even treated 
little rock music. think the impact seeing from 
young funeral directors that things are becoming much 
more dramatic, and much less based tradition,” says 
David Walkinshaw the National Funeral Directors As- 
sociation. “New people are coming with new ideas, and 
they are changing our business.” 

The drama inherent this transformation has not been 
lost the press, which for the past few years has been 
filled with pun-filled stories about the penchant among 
Baby Boomers opt for funerals that sometimes verge 
the ridiculous: ashes shot into space aboard rockets, mid- 
ceremony firework displays, and themed, theatrical servic- 
es, such those provided Big Momma’s Kitchen St. 
Louis; where mourners can enjoy plates fried chicken 
and corn bread they remember the deceased. 

Though not quite outré some his peers, Keo- 
hane partly because the nationwide reputation his 
family’s funeral home, and partly because doesn’t mis- 
take bad taste for innovation plays important role 
the move toward personalized, celebratory funeral services. 
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Last year, was featured heavily Boston 
Globe Magazine story “Taking the Grim 
Out Reaper” that explored the move to- 
ward more spirited ceremonies. the piece, 
Keohane appears photograph holding 
balloon. 

Not everyone, though, happy with this 
turn events. “Just they think they in- 
vented sex, Baby Boomers think they invent- 
death,” grumbles one funeral-home 
owner. “Young funeral directors have dis- 
tinguish between what fashionable and 
what fundamental.” 

There is, however, fundamental principal 
underpinning Keohane’s approach his job: 
that funeral service should stress 
life rather than his her death. “People 
come here knowing able cele- 
brate person,” says. always recom- 
mend clients bring this person’s favorite 
music, can play selection it. 
Sometimes it’s crazy stuff, but don’t care.” 
Keohane aware that mourners may lit- 
tle surprised walk into funeral home and 
hear Sammy Hagar Cher blaring from the 
speakers, but, says, “if it’s done the 
right spirit, people almost always react well.” 

part the drive toward personaliza- 
tion, the Keohanes are also not averse in- 
corporating certain belongings that some 
might consider unorthodox. “We had guy 
who loved home, loved his living room, 
loved Sunday football,” Dennis says re- 
cent service conducted. “So went over 
his house, took his La-Z-Boy and put 
the van and drove here. had his news- 
paper and his clicker and his favorite 
chair, this whole display set the wake. 
Some people thought was crazy, but the 
people who knew him certainly understood.” 


HILE DENNIS drive

also traced his own sensibilities. former 
film student Boston’s Museum School, 
once had dreams entering the film industry, 
says.

Yet while Keohane determined breathe 
new life into funerals, also aware that 
works profession that notoriously con- 
servative.

But it’s not easy all that. For one 
thing, the Keohane funeral home for the most 
part serves the blue-collar communities the 
South Shore, where tradition and religious 
observance remain strong. For this reason, 
least amalgam the old and the new, in- 
volved the services the Keohanes provide. 
“You try build things around the tradition,” 
Dennis says. “So you may have traditional 
funeral and the end have balloon release. 
Even the funerals that seem most over-the-top 
are still strongly rooted some kind reli- 
gious tradition.”

strange experience. “Christ died,” are 
told over and over, “Christ died.” Indeed, there 
are times when would easier believe 
are Jesus’ funeral than that the person 
lying coffin the aisle.

“Most people desperately need 
that stuff,” says Van Beck. “Chris- 
tianity very clear about what hap- 
pens you after dead, and 
lost some direction using 
ritual and ceremony method 
healing and finding meaning life. 
When words fail, use ritual.” 

Van Beck goes note his 
concern that too much emphasis 
celebration may cause people 
lose sight what funeral for 
coming terms with the 
painful fact that someone close 
you has died. have objections 
the new mode memorializa- 
tion,” says, “releasing balloons, 
passing around champagne and 
caviar. have nothing against that 
the extent that people under- 
stand the meaning going 
on, that this not just entertain- 
ment. went funeral where 
bunnies were released into the wild. 
What did mean? think everyone 
thought was cute, but things have 
more meaningful than cute.” 

Thomas Lynch, Michigan- 
based funeral director and the au- 
thor The Undertaking: Life 
Studies from the Dismal Trade, 
puts more bluntly. ‘Celebration 
life’ has become the buzzword 
jour for the memorial service,” 
says. funeral should allow for 
the entire range human emo- 
tions the untidy ones, the ugly 
ones, the dark ones, the bright 
ones. With the celebration, the 
suggestion is, ‘Here’s how 
supposed feel.’ you come 
anything other than grin your 
face, there’s something wrong with you. The 
celebrations are notable for up-market finger 
food and uplifting music and, needless say, 
life-affirming speeches. Closure usually will 
proclaimed usually just before the merlot 
runs out.” 

far Lynch concerned, the “baubles 
and doodads” associated with modern memo- 
rial ceremonies are all too often little more than 
elaborate form escapism. “Our culture 
always trying accentuate the positive and 
eliminate the negative,” Lynch says. “The fact 
that there’s dead body represents, for most 
people, bad day. they out their way 
eliminate quickly and cleanly possi- 
ble. What I’m opposed having ceremony

“When someone dies, 
someone you love, then you don’t need any- 
body make you feel bad about it,” says.

The 
things here are meant begin the road 
healing. When someone dies it’s not just 
about death. The family still living, and they 
are living with this loss. it’s more about their 
lives than the death. That’s the big shift.” 


ANYBODY who works funeral 
home, course, there avoiding 
death. all around you, all the time. One 

morning, old woman lies unattended 
one the viewing rooms.

Warren Zanes takes over the Hall Fame’s professor-in-chief 


arren Zanes, the former Del Fuegos guitarist, 

headed for the Rock and Rol! Hall Fame. ahead 
and read that sentence again. Now the kicker: he’s going 
not inductee but the Hall’s new vice president 
education. that capacity, Zanes will responsible for 
overseeing range educational and public programs 
from the museum’s outreach work with Cleveland-area 
elementary and high students public programs 
such the American Music Masters 
series, which brings together scholars Warren Zanes 
and musicians for intensive look 
single subject. (Last year’s honoree 
was Woody Guthrie, and Bruce 
Springsteen was among those paying 
tribute; this year’s subject Buddy 
Holly, and Zanes, although hasn’t 
officially taken over the job, has 
already signed the critics Greil 
Marcus and Bill Malone.) Zanes will 
also working liaison between 
the museum and area universities, 
well designing his own course 
Case Western Reserve. 

“Most people think the induction 
ceremonies,” says Zanes, “and that’s 
actually a separate wing from the Hall of Fame and 
Museum, with different governing body. And all for 
the celebration should always take pop culture 
seriously but want beyond the celebration, 
talk about things like race politics in rock-and-roll culture. 
You can look rock-and-roll through issues class, 
gender, sexuality it’s loaded scene.”

Holly Golightly does she pleases 


es, it’s her real name. Holly Golightly (who plays the 

Middle East Saturday, October 18) was indeed named 
after the tiara-bedecked butterfly from Breakfast Tiffany’s. 
But birth names seldom end being ironic. Although 
Truman Capote’s character frilly and froufrou and pretty 
pink, the genuine article blue (both senses the word), 
sultry, slinky siren sooner pour drink your lap than 
fix you spot tea. True, the lithe Londoner does offer 
cuppa Jack White the end the musical ménage trois 
“It’s True That Love One Another” that closes the White 
Stripes’ Elephant (V2). But that’s just because she loves him 
like little brother. 

Things ain’t sweet for some the male malefactors that 
populate her latest LP, She None Other (Damaged 
Goods). Golightly’s boots are made for walking, and 
deliciously efficacious put-downs like “You Have Yet Win” 
and “Walk Mile,” she shows boss with self- 
possession that might surprise those who only remember her 
beginnings Thee Headcoatees, the Trogg- 
stomping ladies’ auxiliary three-chord titans Thee 
Headcoats. The latter group’s garage-rock godhead Billy 
Childish hardly qualifies as a Svengali, but 
they were his songs the ladies were singing, 
and was his vision that molded their 
image. 

Speaking from tour stop San 
Francisco, Golightly confesses that striking 
out her own “felt bit funny, not 
having four other people hide behind.” 
But she’s long since gotten over it. 
please, really. self-assured because 
believe what do. would like whether 
was doing someone else was doing it.

Turkish food whose credit 


ROBERT NADEAU 


was surprised how good the Is- 

tanbul Café was its old semi- 

subterranean location Beacon 
Hill. was amazed how much bet- 
former quarters Atara (and before 
that, Uva, the ancestor Troquet). 
Although Turkish food doesn’t get 
lot credit region with larger 
communities Armenian- and 
Greek-Americans, Istanbul Café has 
some the best Middle Eastern food 
I’ve ever tasted here there. And 
now has street-level setting nice 
ZuZu’s Argana’s, and approach- 
ing that the Helmand Oleana.

hat kind films will Quentin 

when reaches Clint 
ripe age 73? the meantime, it’s hard 
imagine two more disparate films than 
Mystic River and Kill Bill: Volume East- 
masterpiece explores the roots and 
consequences revenge and violence and 
reaches for Sophoclean tragedy. Taranti- 
no’s tour force exploits the spectacle 
and chic revenge and violence and pro- 
vides the first half (how arbitrarily the 
original three-hour epic was chopped 
two for convenience release will seen 
February with the release Volume 
“the 4th Film Quentin Tarantino,” 
the film’s poster and ads grandiosely an- 
nounce it. 

Reason enough see it, suppose, 
though this fourth outing lacks the audacity 
Reservoir Dogs, the formal ingenuity and 
sly irony Pulp Fiction, the emotional 
core Jackie Brown. What has in-your- 
face fetishism, quite literally the case 
Uma Thurman’s feet, which dominate the 
screen with unhealthy frequency (true, her 
foot massage Pulp was key plot point, 
but was never shown).

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Elia Kazan 1909-2003

Elia Kazan didn’t precisely invent 

modern American acting, was its 

most significant craftsman. Kazan, who 
died September the age 94, 
trained actor the 1930s with the 
Group Theatre, the pioneering organiza- 
tion that introduced Stanislavsky’s ap- 
proach performance American audi- 
ences. diminutive, wiry, first-generation 
Greek, Kazan fit the Group profile eth- 
nic, urban, colorful, ebullient. But did- 
stay actor very long; after couple 
movies, turned directing and, 
briefly but importantly, teaching. Kazan 
was fond denigrating his own acting, 
but fact was memorable his sup- 
porting roles gangster City for Con- 
quest (1940), where shared the screen 
with Jimmy Cagney, and jazz player 
Blues the Night (1941). You can see the 
Group imprint in these performances — 
the vivid character work, punched-up but 
authentic, filling the gaps left busy 
screenwriters with other priorities. 
might have turned into solid character 
actor and hung around the margins 
movies and plays for decades. Instead 
became the most famous American stage 
director the 1940s and and one 
the signal filmmakers the 
War era, the man who discovered Mar- 
lon Brando, James Dean, and Warren Beat- 
and brought most the major plays 
Tennessee Williams and Arthur Miller 
Broadway. 

Lee Strasberg was the guru the 
Method, teaching the young profes- 
sionals his controversial, temperament- 
filled classes the Actors Studio, Kazan 
was largely responsible for disseminating 
through the show business world. 1947, 
the year the Studio opened its doors, 
Kazan was splitting his time between hold- 
ing his own seminars there and directing 
both New York and Hollywood. This 
was the year made Agree- 
ment, which won the Academy Award (and 
which former Group Theatre 
buddy John Garfield did his finest work), 
and staged Streetcar Named Desire, 
which made Brando star and inserted the 
phrase “Method acting” the Yankee- 
tinged version Stanislavsky into the 
American cultural vocabulary. Kazan 
taught only briefly the Studio, but 
was quick employ his students his 
plays and movies, and less than decade 
the time Brando, Eva Marie Saint, 
Karl Malden, and the Group Theatre alum-

One year the day after George Harrison’s death De- 
cember 2001, his frierids and family gathered con- 
cert tribute to the former Beatle, now released as a standard 
concert documentary directed David Leland. Fascinating 
mainly for its assemblage some rock-and-roll’s most 
accomplished luminaries, the doc features performances 
Eric Clapton, who organized the event; Paul McCartney; Jeff 
Lynne; Tom Petty; and Joe Brown. Harrison’s mentor, sitar 
player Ravi Shankar, composed a piece, conducted by his 
daughter, for the concert, which appears in part in the 
footage. Brief interviews with the musicians offer only 
glimpse into Harrison’s private persona, and while the songs 
covered — mostly Harrison’s own — are necessarily mov- 
ing, the tribute feels too shallow truly revealing and yet 
too reverential engross music documentary. Tom 
Hanks is utterly wasted in the film's too-brief nod to Harri- 
son’s extracurricular activities as a producer for Monty 
Python, and though his wife and son appear onstage, very 
little life conveyed. The film ultimately feels 
like an extended concert video, which, while interesting to 
fans, seems an inadequate tribute to Harrison’s remarkabie 
life.

It's 
the product of several seemingly incompatible 
sensibilities the Coens versus the three 
screenwriters who worked on earlier drafts of 
the script, the Coens versus producer Brian 
Grazer, known for making garish, vulgar, ex- 
pensive blockbusters with Ron Howard. 
Nonetheless, Cruelty swats a solid triple. It's as 
willfully arcane and offbeat as any Coen pic- 
ture, but it also has plenty of broad laughs, 
both verbal and visual, not to mention two at- 
tractive A-List pros acting at the top of their 
game. It’s both cultish and mainstream, both 
cheap and extravagant. In short, it has some- 
thing for everyone. 

George Clooney is Miles Massey, the Alexan- 
der the Great of unscrupulous Los Angeles di- 
vorce lawyers, who’s won so many courtroom 
victories that he’s terminally bored, having no 
worlds left to conquer. That changes when he 
meets Marylin Rexroth (Catherine Zeta-Jones), 
world-class gold digger and serial divorcée. Like 
the flirtatious thieves in Lubitsch’s Trouble in Par- 
adise, they recognize each other as kindred spir- 
its, but they find it as much fun to compete and 
to betray each other as to surrender to their mu- 
tual attraction. They spend the movie circling PURITY: reason the Coen Brothers’ latest (with George 
each other like the only two sharks the ocean.

OUT TIME 


Denzel Washington might just as well make a career out of playing conflicted cops. After 
winning Oscar for his charismatically crooked LAPD detective the lacerating Training 
Day, he puts in another kudos-worthy turn as Matt Lee Whitlock, feckless police chief of 
sleepy Banyan Key, Florida, in Carl Franklin's taut and funky Out of Time. 

Whitlock isn’t depraved, he’s just all too human as he knocks back a beer on duty or 
slips away in the squad car for a tryst with his married mistress, Ann (Sanaa Lathan). His 
foibles don’t get him in trouble as much as his chivalry, and when he employs unorthodox 
means help out Ann with her finances and with her abusive husband, Chris (Dean 
Cain), his good intentions explode into a harrowing, hilarious nightmare of shocking dis- 
closure and desperate deceit. 

Franklin demonstrates the kind of black comic irony that electrified the Coen brothers’ 
Blood Simple, and the hero's cavalier disregard of ethical principles approaches amoral 
cynicism. But Washington never leaves Whitlock’s essential decency and resourcefulness 
doubt tries solve grisly double homicide before the official investigation fin- 
gers him as the culprit. With its moody Southern setting and ambiguous hero, Time re- 
calls Franklin’s stunning One False Move, except that here the tone is more absurd than 
tragic, underlined by the scene-stealing performance of John Billingsley as the wisecrack- 
ing pathologist Chae, Whitlock’s raffish buddy and the antic soul of the movie. (105 min- 
utes.)

oche Flamenca doesn’t trade those 

elaborate flailings and gnashing gui- 

tars that audiences take the sign 
Spanish passion. The only performative 
curlicues happening the stage the Cut- 
ler Majestic last Thursday night, October 
when this company returned Boston, were 
the dancers’ serpentine wrist and arm move- 
ments. 

Which isn’t say that the performance 
was dull. The first this season’s World 
Music/Crash Arts dance series, Noche Fla- 
menca was beautifully crafted let you see 
the dance itself, hear the music, and appreci- 
ate the distinctive qualities the dancers 
(Soledad Barrio and Isabel Bayon), singers 
(Silverio Heredia and Manuel Gago), and 
guitarists (Paco Cruz, Miguel Perez, 
Jesus Torres). You could savor them all 
nearly equal measure, and they all dabbled 
each other’s specialties from time time. 

The show’s production values were sim- 
ple that only the lighting designer, Mark Lon- 
don, was credited. Maybe artistic director 
choreographer Martin Santangelo had hand 
it, too. The stage was bare, with special 
resonant floor, and bentwood chairs for 
everyone. The women wore wonderfully cut 
dresses that suggested high flamenco but 
spared the dancers the clutter and 
ment traditional costumes. Best all, the 
whole show was unobtrusively amplified. The 
sound levels boosted audibility without de- 
stroying the quality the music, and the 
musicians weren’t anchored standing 
mikes, cables, electronic boxes. they could 
move around and the chairs could re- 
arranged; this released the stage space from 
the standard back-up-band formation and 
gave the whole show some visual variety. 

The eight numbers the program were 
arranged present the whole company and 
its parts various combinations, with all the 
performers supporting and complementing 
each other. Paco Cruz’s guitar solo, 
meditative downlight, forage for 
traces melody among arrhythmic disso- 
nances and elusive harmonic pathways.

Choral Fantasy opening night hardly prepared 
for incandescent performance 
two nights later. was thrilling hear her 
take possession this piece, from the com- 
manding fanfare the first chords the 
floating tone that seemed whispering se- 
crets. “announced” the rather 
trivial theme (which Beethoven had actually 
written decade earlier) took radiant 
beauty.

Opening 
night, the Fifth Symphony was extremely 
fast, energetic, and well played (great bass- 
es!), though suffered from generic bland- 
ness. Program annotator Mark Mandel con- 
cluded his note remarking that the Fifth 
represents “not just what music can about, 
but everything that music can succeed 
doing.” That’s what great performances sug- 
gest, whether the exhilarating all-in-one- 
breath unity Artur Nikisch’s 1913 record- 
ing with the Berlin Philharmonic, the cos- 
mic expansiveness Otto Klemperer’s 1955 
version with the Philharmonia, the micro- 
scopic, achingly slow, post-modern scrutiny 
Pierre Boulez and the New Philharmonia 
1973. was, suppose, refreshing hear 
performance the Fifth that wasn’t about 
anything all, but Saturday night, after 
the Choral Fantasy had embraced 
much the world, just didn’t want 
hear Haitink choose yet again not contend 
with masterwork.

R.E.M. THE TWEETER 
CENTER: JUST DOING 
WHAT THEY 


“Hi, and this what do,” 
said R.E.M. singer Michael Stipe, address- 
ing the audience early the band’s gleam- 
ing two-hour performance last Sunday 
the Tweeter Center. The bashful sentiment 
was keeping with the kind understat- 
ed, folkish, often reflective rock that 
R.E.M. has perfected over the course 
two decades. And came striking con- 
trast the singer’s jubilant embrace 
that material and his extroverted onstage 
persona the sly grin that flashed across 
Stipe’s face from time time belied his 
they very well indeed.

The band sounded more assured than 
they did earlier reunion shows, taking 
their old songs through more improvisa- 
tional twists and turns.

Miller whipped off gor- 
geous solo “Einstein’s Day” and even 
did some Pete Townshend windmills dur- 
ing “That’s How Escaped Certain 
Fate.”

27-year career and comfortably bears the 
adjectives “pretentious” and “con- 
temptible” that when Costello 
singing his most artful its numb- 
ing numbers, manages fair imitation 
good jazz ability mimic the 
phrasing trumpet, albeit without much 
range flexibility. The album’s peak 
comes when Lew Soloff nearly saves the 
maudlin love song “Let Tell You About 
Her” with lovely flugelhorn solo that 
sidesteps the dead-ass delivery and clichés 


lyrics, which are full 
rolling eyes, gentlemen not speaking in- 
timacies, and other stuff that 1930s parlor 
romances are made of. 

Costello has long been experimenter 
masterful pop craftsman who, after 
establishing himself one the best 
voices rock, sought inspiration 
first exploring country music and then an- 
alyzing the architecture the great Amer- 
ican songbock designed George and 
Ira Gershwin and Cole Porter. The latter 
resulted his collaboration with Burt 
Bacharach, 1998’s Painted from Memory 
(Mercury). He’s also examined classical 
music route for growth, collaborating 
with the Brodsky Quartet the 1993 
song cycle The Juliet Letters (Warner 
Bros.) and with opera singer Anne Sophie 
von Otter program standards and 
originals For the Stars (DG, 2001). 
With North, Costello seems search- 
ing for middle ground where his cocktail 
jazz muse might relax with its classically 
trained sister. Instead, he’s turned both 
into cold, lifeless harpies.

and reasonably nondescript. But the 
inside does make the most the title’s refer- 
ence the creepy Burt Reynolds movie that 
gave squealing like pig bad name, indeed. 
One photo shows Bubba standing the 
woods with shotgun slung over his shoul- 
der; another shows him sitting holding huge 
bowie knife, balancing its point his knee. 
Yet for me, and assume for other hip-hop 
fans who know the clichés, the weapon pho- 
tos are just artful way offset the 
most arresting and ornate feature: pair 
tattoos reading “New” his left forearm and 
“South” his right. Just like the remarkable 
“hick-hop” music the CD, those “New 
South” tattoos declare Bubba far from 
racism any bootstrap American can get. 

Although Deliverance includes song ti- 
tled “New South” and Sparxxx talks about 
the concept eloquently interviews, 
nowhere this otherwise excellent does 
come out and define what means. De- 
spite his masterful timing, one the 
intractable shortcomings his frequent fail- 
ure project above his music. But maybe 
that’s because, these days, Sparxxx and his 
primary Timbaland are al- 
lowing the music much talking too. 
With its dense collage gritty blues, old- 
time hillbilly ballads, mournful fiddle tunes, 
metal-tinged rock, symphonic funk, and 
hyper-syncopated “Dirty South” hip-hop, the 
album thrillingly trashes the idea cultural 
segregation like another piece white trash 
half century ago trashed the divide between 
blues and country. 

Just like Elvis and unlike Eminem, Bubba 
also often mistaken for black when he’s 
heard the radio mistake that one 
attributes minstrelsy but his pure 
Southernness. The difference is, made 
clear his far simpler debut album, 2001’s 
Dark Days, Bright Nights (Beat Club/Inter- 
scope), Sparxxx well aware the legacy 
resentment that Elvis left, and rightfully 
refuses take white liberal guilt trip about 
it. probably even fault you dis- 
miss the demon,” raps Dark 
title track. “Because it’s not 
you/My skin’s the tone pissy semen/But 
fight this evening, assure you, both 
red/And it’ll take your whole slum and all 
they guns leave dead/Plus all that 
blood shed nothin’ but serve 
they purpose/So let’s unite these dark days 
and bright nights then see who’s nervous.” 

Nevertheless, it’s easy see how people 
might get the completely wrong first impres- 
sion Sparxxx. For starters, he’s not what 
most people mean when they think “New 
South.” best, the term usually refers the 
birthplace New Democrats like Bill Clin- 
ton; worst, the warm jingoism country 
stars like Toby Keith. Despite their differ- 
ences, Bill and Toby both represent phe- 
nomenon that social scientists and media 
pundits have been noting for years: the con- 
comitant white suburbanization the South 
and Southernization America’s white sub- 
urbs. What Bubba Sparxxx represents, con- 
trast, isn’t really the New South nor the Old, 
but specific cultural underbelly that has sur- 
vived throughout this transformation. This 
underbelly what Sparxxx, school bus-dri- 


son who grew half mile frem his 
nearest neighbor, shares most deeply with 
pair black MCs from old ur- 
banized Atlanta suburb just released 
their fifth album worldwide acclaim. 


MOST OUTKAST FANS KNOW 
NOW, Speakerboxxx/The Love Below

Bubba Sparxxx started his career with two 
strikes against him one for the rube im- 
plicit his first name, the second for his 
triple-X-laden presumption street cred 
OutKast have been equally stymied two 
grand slams. Their third and fourth albums, 
Aquemeni (La Face, 1998) and Stankonia 
(LaFace/Arista, 2000), were nearly unprece- 
dented successes, refusing surrender the 
thrill “Gangsta Sh*t” while reaching for 
political consciousness and musical daring- 
ness far beyond anything attempted other 
street-bound rappers. But became clearer 
over the course all four OutKast albums, 
that earth-and-heaven achievement was de- 
pendent the tensions between Andre 3000 
(a/k/a Andre Benjamin) and Big Boi (a/k/a 
Antwan Patton) the former freaky tofu- 
noshing genius, the latter deeply tied 
the thug-lovin’ streets. Instead suc- 
cumbing those differences and breaking 
up, the pair have now made another unprece- 
dented move, releasing two all-but-solo CDs 
packaged together Speakerboxxx/The Love 
Below (Arista). 

The mere survival OutKast seems 
have given the group free pass with critics 
who otherwise might have been little less 
than sanguine about Big Speakerboxxx 
and Andre’s The Love Below. “Now, could

But the loss 
Andre’s freaky drawl and the relatively 
straightforward production keeps Speaker- 
from attaining the rich texture that 
made Stankonia’s electro-buzz ground- 
breaking.

Andre’s single, “Hey Ya!,” shows the full 
measure that vision with high-stepping 
electro-pop that’s unhinged yet tightly 
constructed that alone offers the fullest jus- 
tification for the split the double album.

kies are brightening Mike Gordon’s 

world. September 19, the Phish 

bassist was cleared all charges in- 
volving unfortunate incident New 
York, where the performer was found photo- 
graphing 9-year-old girl. The incident, 
dubbed “misunderstanding” Gordon 
public statement, couldn’t have come 
worse time, Gordon had just released his 
first solo album and was the midst 
planning the subsequent tour. Understand- 
ably, he’s anxious put the misunderstand- 
ing behind him readies for the series 
nine live shows that will bring him Avalon 
October the wake the release In- 
side (Rope Dope). Indeed, considering 
what he’s been through, Gordon sounds sur- 
prisingly refreshed, eager, and most all, 
relieved, during our phone conversation.

(33rd Street). Cowboy Mouth have 
often been pegged as a party band, 
but this is the first time they've really 
made a party album. Toning down 
the country and roots elements of 
previous discs, this one’s loud and 
fast all the way through, with a real 
embarrassment of great hooks and 
nothing longer than four minutes. In 
fact there are at least a half-dozen 
songs that sound more like hit sin- 
gles than the band’s past hits “Jenny 
Says” and “Whatcha Gonna Do.” 
| Chief among them are the lust-driv- 
en, R&B-flavored title track (which 
evokes their New Orleans home as 
much as anything they've recorded); 
the arena-esque rouser “Invincible”; 
and “Friends,” one of the funniest 
and least tactful break-up songs in 
| memory. As always, the lyrics sneak 
| in a warm and thoughtful side when 
| you least expect one. 
| What's strange is that this isn’t 
technically a real Cowboy Mouth 
| album: the group was in flux and 
changing bass players when it was 
recorded, and the Internet rumor is 
| that singer/drummer Fred LeBlanc 
made most of the album by himself. 
One track is indeed repeated verba- 
tim from a LeBlanc solo album, and 
singer/guitarists John Thomas Grif- 
fith and Paul Sanchez are in evi- 
dence only on the three tracks they 
wrote. The group harmonies and 
Griffith's guitar leads are missed, 
but LeBlanc steps up and makes 
sure it has enough diversity to pass 
| as a band album — even starting 
| the disc with its most off-the-wall 
| track, a technofied version of the 
Beatles’ “Tomorrow Never Knows.” 
As a result Uh-Oh has the spirit of 
| the group's full-throttle live shows, if 
| not the actual sound.

| with a bang, but after that the band

| Eye Blind homage “Gone.” Fore- 
man’s bright melodies make for 
his somewhat generic lyrics, and pro-

** Erykah Badu, WORLDWIDE 
UNDERGROUND EP (Motown). 
Last year, having found her inspira- 
tional well run dry, Erykah Badu em- 
barked on her “Frustrated Artist 
Tour” to jump-start her creative flow. 
The E.P. Worldwide Underground is 
the result of that exercise, and it's a 
spotty affair. Indeed, Badu is devot- 
ed to expanding her artistic vision, 
but Underground teeters precari- 
ously on the fine line between ex- 
perimental and sloppy. 

While Badu’s previous record- 
ings have glimmered with neo-soul 
styling, Afro-jazz-infused rhythms, 
and crafty songwriting, Under- 
ground is a freeform funk jam, and 
so the songwriting suffers while 
Badu's vocal performance is unusu- 
ally raw. Rather than forging a 
“homemade-mixed-tape” quality, 
the disc ends up unfinished- sound- 
ing in places and overlong in others. 
Deliciously infectious riffs begun in 
“Bump It” and “I Want You” tire by 
the end of their respective eight and 
10 minutes. And while “Drama” con- 
tinues a moving story line about 
shacking up with a drug dealer from 
1997's Baduizm, the gravity gets 
lost as Badu and her man (amus- 
ingly) contemplate having to “flush 
the yeyo.” “Back In the Day” and 
Donald Byrd's “Think Twice” are 
more in step with Badu’s full facul- 
ties, but the latter track is clipped 
too soon, at barely three minutes. 
Alas, there are some clever ideas 
here, but they remain underdevel- 
oped and poorly executed.

Enlisting avant-garde 
clarinetist Don Byron and trum- 
peter Ron Miles, Henry navigates

through a set of what can best be 
described as sonic lounge music. 
The entire album sounds as if all 
the instruments, amps, and micro- 
phones were wrapped in a thin veil 
of gauze. Palpable melodies are 
scarce, but in fairness, Henry's 
goal on the record is not accessibil- 
ity. He is more interested in texture 
and tone. 

Fine songs do emerge upon re- 
peated listening, however. The 
quirky Tin Pan Alley tune “Loves 
You Madly” stands out with its loose 
low-fi percussion, as does the slug- 
gishly sexy torch song, “Animal 
Skin.” Throughout, Henry delivers 
cryptic narratives on such breezy 
topics as death, love, and regret, 
dropping lyric nuggets like “I mis- 
took your heart for thunder” with a 
shrug. Tiny Voices may not be 
radio-ready, but Henry's bold mix- 
ture of after-hours mood and avant- 
jazz leanings marks him as one of 
the more impressive and adventur- 
ous singer/songwriters currently 
working that turf.

Yet many of these 11 tracks have 
just enough catchiness to fit into 
both manner of DJs’ programs, and 
a few (“Renegades of Noize” and 
“The Noise Institute”) even seem to 
sparkle as they rumble ahead. It's 
hard not to find the rhythm of “Met- 
ric” funky and awtully easy to find 
the song's “crashing rains . . . this 
makes you closer to me” refrain lik- 
ably goofy. Echo effects (“Con- 
crete"), dreamy orchestrations 
(“Slide,” “Renegades of Noize”), and 
acid-techno toughness (“Faith in 
Chaos,” “Penetration”) work the 
noise with spaciness recalling Ital- 
ian disco and just enough drollery 
(‘The Noise Institute” especially) to 
evoke the plush ambience of classic 
Kraftwerk. Still, Haujobb’s thin, tone- 
less vocals lack Kraftwerk’s taxider- 
mic fluff, not to mention the dreary 
velveteen of classic goth. The weak- 
ness at the lyric center of their jams 
forces the listener's attention onto 
the instrumentation — which for all 
its eventual catchiness feels neither 
ghoulish nor automatic.

Hendrix is at his most exploratory on 
“Voodoo Chile (Slight Return),” but 
even there he stays close to script, 
accenting the tough, gritty side of his 
playing rather than the more florid 
musical explorations he undertook 
when his comfort level was high 
Nonetheless, what was perhaps 
playing it safe by Hendrix's stan- 
dards still seems uncannily aggres- 
sive and expansive compared to the 
work of other guitarist-songwriters.

**xx1/2 The English Consort, 
Andrew Manze, MOZART: NIGHT 
MUSIC (Harmonia Mundi). Who 
would have thought that Mozart's 
Eine kieine Nachtmusik could ac- 
tually sound fresh and vibrant? 
The English Consort and its new 
conductor/violinist Andrew Manze 
accomplish the unlikely task in 
their first recording together, and 
their crisp, invigorating playing 
strips the layers of cliché from 
Mozart's well-worn serenade. The 
familiar opening movement has 
real momentum, as does the Ro- 
mance that follows, and you hear 
every line clearly. Rhythmic preci- 
sion and stylish phrasing are the 
hallmarks of the playing through- 
out, in the best tradition of period- 
instrument playing 

The Serenada Notturna, K.239, 
sounds equally new, and features 
some wonderfully unvarnished 
timpani playing. And the infamous 
Musical Joke has rarely sounded 


all of its intentional mistakes glar- 
ingly rendered. Only in the great 
Adagio and Fugue in C Minor for 
strings is there a slight letdown, 
the music lacking the requisite 
weight and urgency. Still, as a 
whole, this release contains a 
wealth of fresh insights into 
Mozart, not easy to come by these 
days. The sound is warm and spa- 
cious, and the album notes by 
Manze are excellent as well.

Adapted by documentary 
filmmakers Robert Pulcini and Shari 
Springer Berman from Harvey 
Pekar’s autobiographical comic 
book, American Splendor presents 
at least four incarnations of our hero 
— seven if you include the three 
Harvey Pekars in the Cleveland 
phone book, more if you include dif- 
ferent cartoon artists’ versions of 
him (Pekar writes his comics and 
then storyboards them with stick 
figures for illustrators who can 
draw). Putting Harvey Pekar be- 
tween parallel mirrors might seem 
like an infinite multiplication of a ci- 
pher, Adaptation for everyman, Se- 
infeld for the masses. But far from 
being strained or tiresome, the 
process is fascinating, often moving 
and hilarious, and sometimes reve- 
latory. Minutes in, just as we're get- 
ting comfortable with Paul Giamatti's 
brilliant and bristly performance, the 
real Pekar appears in an all-white 
studio space (the blank page? the 
space outside the frame?) littered 
with props from the movie, where he 
chats with one of the directors about 
his life and its representation in 
comic books and now on film.

She's dismayed to find that she 
must share the piace with the pub- 
lisher's nubile daughter (Ludivine 
Sagnier), who is given to bringing 
home older men and having loud 
sex with them. Then she becomes 
interested in the girl as possible 
source material for her novel, and 
mayhem erupts. Ozon is, as al- 
ways, a remote, mechanical direc- 
tor with a dry and cold style, a neat 
stack of chips on each shoulder, 
and every intention of keeping sev- 
eral sinuous steps ahead of his 
characters and his audience. Here, 
his chilliness is perfectly suited to 
the ambiguous relationship be- 
tween the two main characters.

Which doesn’t 
automatically make Furtwangler 
more convincing, though he’s played 
with restrained, tormented dignity by 
Skarsgard. Furtwangler insists his 
intent was preserving the integrity of 
music and the distinction between 
politics and art. Arnold tells him he 
could smell the stench of burning 
flesh four miles away when they lib- 
erated Bergen-Belsen. Despite the 
title, Szab6é seems noncommittal, as 
in his 1981 Mephisto, a more fiam- 
boyant take on the same subject.

She's 
the “hot” girl in seventh grade, the 
envy of bookish girls like Tracy 
(the terrific Evan Rachel Wood) 
who see themselves as geeks 
desperate for the cool social sta- 
tus that Evie and her clique repre- 
sent. Overnight, it seems, Tracy 
changes from good girl and bud- 
ding poet into a shoplifting, giue- 
sniffing hellion under the spell of 
the manipulative, screwed-up 
Evie. And as Tracy turns sullen 
and unreachable, Holly Hunter 
grabs hold of the film with her lac- 
erating portrayal of a well-meaning 


parent who's lost control of her | 


child.
